Response to Arguments 
Applicants arguments filed December 19, 2005 have been fixlly considered, but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding the rejection of claim 1 as being unpatentable over Li in view of Yagashita 
and Lee, Applicant argues that, allegedly, none of these references "disclose or even imply 
implanting the LDD prior to forming the region where the gate will be located." However, this 
argument is moot in view of the fact that this limitation is not recited in the claim. Claim 1 
recites that the LDD is implanted before forming the gate, not before implanting a channel 
region. As recited in the previous office action, Lee discloses the limitation of implanting an 
LDD region before forming the gate. 

Therefore, all grounds of rejection stated in the previous office action are maintained.
